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This  sketoh  of  the  lif  e  of  Boaoon  Gerohom  Clark 
repx*esents  an  effort  to  plica  in  a  tangible  form  tho  days 
and  y^orka  of  o m  of  the  early  settlers  of  fteatharsfield , 
Vermont.  His  name  is  praotieally  unknown  to  the  town’s 
present  generation  beoaueo  his  children,  with  one  excep¬ 
tion,  left  the  State  and  gave  themselves  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  then  &eat,  even  as  their  father  had  given  him¬ 
self  to  the  development  of  Weathersfield . 

Traditions  in  the  tovm  and  family,  where  ueed, 
have  been  given  as  such,  in  the  hope  that  they  will  serve 
as  aids  to  others  who  my  change  them  into  verified  refer¬ 
ences. 

Headers  of  the  sketch  are  invited  to  send  correc¬ 
tions  of  such  mistakes  as  they  may  fir&,  with  references, 
to  the  compiler  who  will  then  have  them,  vdth  the  sender's 
name,  inserted  in  tho  manuscript.

Gershom  Clark  was  not  one  of  the  first  settlors  of  Weath- 
erafield,  Varment.  The  Allens,  Grouts,  8pof  fords,  Tuttles  and 
Cphuae,  with  others,  earns  to  the  town  in  1767/8.* *  They  were  the 
first.  Oor&iom  earns  four  toon  years  later  but  from  that  date, 
1781,  to  his  death  in  1835",  ho  was  a  loyal  and  devoted  townsman# 
Gershom  was  a  Connecticut  man,  one  of  the  Lebanon  Clarks, 
The  first  settlement  in  that  large  township  was  situated  in  the 
center  of  the  Grant  and  was  named  the  ’’First  Society”  or  ’’Lebanon 
Street.”  There  in  1C93  the  first  Town  Meeting  was  held  with 
’’William  Clark  chosen  Town  Clerk.”  Ho  was  a  eon  of  Lieutenant 
William  Clark  of  Northampton,  Massachusetts**  and  a  great-grand¬ 
father  of  our  Ger shorn.  This  William  Clark  was  a  leader  in  the 
town  ^d  in  the  State.  Ha  was  Town  Clerk  from  1698  to  1703;  De¬ 
puty  to  tha  General  Assembly  at  Hartford  in  1705;  Captain  of 
Lebanonfs  First  Company  in  1708;  Representative  to  the  General 
Assembly  at  Hartford  from  1708  to  1713;  again  Town  Clerk  from 
1704  to  1723;  again  Representative  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
Hartford  from  1717  to  1719 ;***  and  Judge  of  tha  Probate  Court  cf 
Windham  County  in  1723. ****

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In  1718  a  second  villa  go  Mac  established  In  the  town;  It  was 
called  the  Second  Society  or  North  Parish  *nd  waa  si  tuated  ten 
miles  North  of  "Lebanon  Street*"  This  whole  section  \mo  bought  by 
William  Clark  and  Joshua  Dewey  and  was  described  in  the  deed  "as 
the  Clark  and  Dewey  Purchase  lying  in  tto  wilderness  near  the  Hop 
River,"  There  In  1715  Captain  William  Clark  settled  his  two  sons, 
Joseph  and  Binoni,  both  young  mm,  one  24  years  old  and  the  other 
21.  This  Binoni  Clark  was  a  grandfather  of  our  Oerohom.* 

The  third  settlement  in  the  town  was  called  Goshen  Parish. 

So  far  no  records  of  Gerahom  Clark’s  family  have  been  found  in 
Goshen,  They  all  lived  in  the  North  Parish  and  are  easily  traced 
in  its  church  and  town  books# 

Gershom  Clark  was  born  April  29th,  1753,  the  son  of  Binoni, 
Jr#  and  Ruth  (Carpenter)  Clark  of  Lebanon  North  Parish. **  Very 
little  ia  known  of  hie  father,  Binoni  Clark,  Jr.  Captain  William 
Clark,  his  great-grandfather,  and  Binoni  Clark,  Sr.,  his  grand¬ 
father,  stand  forth  from  the  Lebanon  records  v?ith  clearness  and 
distinction.  Between  thorn  and  Gershom  floats  the  shadowy  figure 
of  his  father,  Binoni,  Jr.,  of  Thom  the  records  tell  us  ha  was  born 
in  1730,  married  in  1750,  and  died  in  1760.  That  is  all. 

Binoni,  Jr.  left  sis  small  children  ranging  in  ago  from  nine 
years  to  a  baby  of  a  few  months.  These  children  were  supported  by 
their  grandfather,  Binoni  Clark,  who  left  to  them  In  his  will,  pro¬ 
bated  February  26th,  1769,  “sixty-nine  acres  of  land  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  Hartford  road  and  l/2  an  aoro  of  orchard  on  the  Yiastern 
side  of  the  Hartford  road,  which  land  is  to  bo  equally  divided  be¬ 
tween  the  heirs  of  ray  son  Binoni  Clark,  deooasod,  via.  Thomas  Clark,

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Gorshom  Clark,  Jerome  Clark,  Jasso  Clark,  Ruth  Clark  and  Binoni 
Clai'k.* *  In  1772  the  mother  of  those  children  "the  widow,  Ruth 
Clark,  of  Lebanon"  married  Gamuel  Cpraguo  of  Coventry. **  Her 
youngest  eon,  Binoni,  aged  12,  went  with  her  to  her  new  home.  A 
few  years  later  war  broko  out  and  Gerahom,  Jerome  and  Jesse  join¬ 
ed  the  Army. 

Gorshom  enlisted  May  11th,  1775  in  the  Ihird  Gonneotieut 
Regiment .  James  Clark  was  his  Captain  and  Israel  Puiu&m  his 
Colonel.***  Five  weeks  later  lie  lay  v*>unded  on  Bunker  Hill;  "a 
Bullet  had  go  no  right  through  his  body.’*  Fortunately  his  Brother 
Jerome  was  mar,  (thoy  were  members  cl  the  same  Volunteer  Co.)  and 

was  detailed  to  carry  the  wo unied  soldier  to  the  military  hospital 

\ 

at  Canti-ldgo.**** 

The  two  brothers  spent  the  next  three  montns  in  the  hospi¬ 
tal,  one  as  a  yary  sick  patient  ana  the  other  as  a  devoted  but 
sadly  inexperienoed  nurse.  Gershom  was  then  22  years  old  and 
Jerome  just  20.  In  September  the  invalid  was  considered  suffi¬ 
ciently  recovered  to  unlartuke  the  journey  home  to  -Lebanon.  The 
records  give  us  no  account  of  that  hazardous  trip.  Eis  sister 
Ruth  was  at  home  /aid  also  in  the  horth  Far  Is  h  lived  levina  Wright, 
who  ms  to  become  his  wife.  Sho  tells  us  tint  "Gerahcm  was  brought 
home  to  Lebanon  in  the  Fall  of  1775  and  remained  there  until  ha  was 
able  to  walk,  when  he  ro turned  to  the  Army  and  served  the  full 
term  Ip**  whioh  ho  enlis tod. «♦****  That  term  was  for  six  months: 
he  did  not  reonlist;  his  fighting  days  were  ever.  In  fact  his

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dayo  of  hard  labor  were  over  for  Gar shorn  never  recovered  from  the 
wound  ho  received  at  Bunker  Hill* 

With  his  discharge  papers  in  good  order  ho  hastened  back  to 
Lebanon,  to  the  1‘aiw  and  to  lavina.  They  had  been  friends  for 
years  and  were  admirably  suited  to  each  other#  The  records  prove 
tint  he  was  jatriotic,  ambitious  and  absolutely  trustworthy.  They 
also  prove  that  she  was  i/iduatrious ,  kindly  and  superbly  courageous. 
They  were  curried  on  May  2nd,  17V 6,*  and  for  five  years  lived  on 
the  farm  in  Lebanon  North  Parish. 

It  was  a  farming  community,  well  settled  and  prosperous. 

But  for  the  wax*  lire  was  pleasant  on  these  rolling  hills  lying 
east  of  Hartford*  Captain  William’s  descendants  in  the  town  were 
numerous  and  influential.  Gorshom'o  cousins  and  uncles  farmed 
much  of  the  land  uni  filled  cany  of  the  town  offices.  Levim  was 
the  daughter  of  Jabea  and  Martha  (Washburn)  Wright  and  sixth  in 
line  from  Francis  Cooke  of  the  Mayflower# **  Jabea  Wright  was  one 
of  the  largest  land  owners  in  Lebanon,  and  nearby  lived  the 
Guilds,  Hartshorns,  Washburns,  Wrights,  Carpenters,  Roots,  Strongs, 
Allens,  Duokinghama,  and  Downers,  all  related  to  Levina  or  to  Gsr- 
ahom#  So  it  is  with  surprise  we  read  tint  in  tlia  oarly  spring  of 
1781  Gerehom  said  gcod~by©  to  Levina  and  the  children,  (two  girls 
and  a  boy)  and  wont  North  up  the  valley  of  tin  Connecticut  River 
to  Claremont,  N*  U*  He  was  not  the  first  Clark  from  Lebanon  to 
follow  the  river  north.  Bine  yours  earlier  his  Uncle  Kleoaar 
Clark  sold  his  Lebanon  farm  to  the  Rov.  Hr.  Brockway  of  tne  North 
Parish***  and  with  hi  a  wife,  Esther  (Jib'ou)  Clark,  and  their  ten 
children,  want  up  the  river  on d  started  a  new  home  in  the  township

Up.  George  Baxter  Upham,  a  recognized  authority  on  the  early 
history  of  Claremont,  says  “the  Eleazar  Clark  home  was  probably  on 
the  King! a  Highway  north  of  the  Lottary  Bridge”  which  spans  the 
Sugar  B Ivor  a  abort  quarter  of  a  mil©  south  of  the  present  Cupola 
farm  house*  All  the  eastern  section  of  this  lovely  valley  looks 
west  to  Asoutney  Mountain  and  the  town  of  freathorsfield. 

Hero  Gcrehom  came  in  mid-May  of  1781  and  was  welcomed  by 
his  unole  and  aunt,  and  by  all  his  cousins  of  whom  four  were  sol¬ 
diers  of  the  Revolution.  Those  four  wore  Eloaznr,  Jr.,  Joseph, 
Benjamin  and  Dan.  Kleazar,  Jr.  and  Joseph  enlisted  in  Claremont 
in  Captain  Oliver  Ashley’s  company .  Benjamin  enlisted  in  Claremont 
in  Captain  v/etherbee’e  company,*  anl  Dan  went  down  to  Charlestown 
and  there  Joined  Captain  Abel  Ward’s  company.  The  records  do  not 
tell  us  why  Dan  went  to  a  neighboring  tovro  to  enlist,  Perhaps  paren¬ 
tal  opposition  lad  somethin  to  do  with  it  for  Esther  Clark  had  al¬ 
ready  given  three  of  her  sons  to  tho  army  and  may  have  thought  that 
this  sixteen  year  old  boy  was  better  off  at  home.  From  the  Clare¬ 
mont  records  v?e  le^rn  that  Eleazar  Clark  senior  v/ac  on  tho  Committee

of  Safety  in  1775  and  is  ther©  recorded  ao  Ensign  Eleazar  Clark. 

Those  May  days  were  indeed  busy  for  the  Clarks  of  Claremont. 

More  land  to  be  cleared,  mere  plowing,  harrowing  and  seeding,  perhaps 
more  ohattirg,  for  the  urrcle  and  aunt  wanted  all  the  news  of  the  rela¬ 
tives  back  at  home,  and  the  soldiers  had  tales  of  their  experiences  to 
exohange,  experiences  that  only  another  soldier  oould  understand.  Also 
for  Gorshom  there  was  the  future,  would  he  settle  up  there  where  life 
was  still  in  its  pioneer  stage  or  would  lie  return  to  Lebanon  with  its

Farm  land. was  good  all  along  the  Connecticut  Hiver  arid  on 
tho  How  Hampshire  ©id©  it  was  cleared,  hut  a  farm  for  him  near  his 
uncle*©  home  was  out  of  the  question*  land  on  the  eastern  side  of 
the  volley  was  owned  by  the  Ashleyo,  Sumners,  Tylers,  Stevens  and 
otters;*  hut  across  the  river  in  Vermont  land  was  for  sale,  good 
land  with  sweet  water  and  big  trees* 

Hie  decision  was  soon  end©#  On  Hay  23rd,  1781  h@  became  the 
owner  of  29  acre©  in  Lot  62  in  the  2nd  Division  of  the  town  of 
fteatterafiold *  This  2nd  Division  was  in  the  north-east  part  of 
the  town,  lying  just  south  of  Aeoutney  Uountain,  and  ran  oust  al¬ 
most  to  the  Connecticut  Kivar***  There  was  a  good  ferry  nearby  so 
Gershora  was  not  far  frora  his  Claremont  relatives*  From  now  on  ha 
was  to  b©  a  Vermonter* 

During  the  next  five  years  the  summers  were  ©pent  in  Wcutn- 
ersfield  and  tho  winters  with  hi©  family  In  Lebanon.  The  short  cum¬ 
mer  months  wont  all  too  quickly*  Those  29  acres  needed  clearing 
und  the  stock  required  care.  Tho  records  toll  us  that  "sis  ear¬ 
mark  was  a  crop  off  the  right  oar  for  cattle,  ©hoop  and  hogs1';  '* 
but  they  do  not  toll  ua  how  this  stock  was  cured  for  during  the 
long  winter  month©  when  Coral; ora  was  away  in  Lebanon* 

From  tradition  in  the  tom  we  learn  that  ho  built  a  long 
cabin  on  his  land  but  there,  are  o  on  flic  ting  ©tor  ios  as  to  its  exact 
location,  Soma  placed  it  on  the  western  edge  of  Lot  62  where  a  cel¬ 
lar  hole  still  may  be  ©eon  (1940),  but  Ger shorn  Clark*©  original  29 
acre  purchase  was  tho  eastern  section  of  tint  lot  and  it  ©com©

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inconceivable  tl&t  ho  would  have  built  away  from  hia  own  land.  In 
his  History  of  Vi  ©a  the  r  afield  Mr*  Butterfield  places  a  house  (num¬ 
bered  28  on  Me  map)  at  tlie  western  edge  of  this  lot  but  says  that 
the  name  of  th©  original  owner  is  unknown.  The  log  cabin  was  pro¬ 
bably  built  on  Ms  own  land  and  on  the  north  aids  of  the  road  wear 
where  a  few  old  apple  treeu  still  feebly  exist.  Later  ho  built  a 
new  house  on  the  south  side  of  the  some  road  and  nearly  opposite 
the  site  of  the  old  cabin#  Ho  collar  hole  la  to  be  found  cn  the 
north  side  of  tiie  road  near  the  apple  trees  but  a  log  cabin  was 
a  temporary  abode  and  probably  had  no  collar# 

Some  interesting  papers  on  file  at  the  U#  S#  national  Ar¬ 
chives  in  Washington  give  an  interesting  picture  of  Gt>rahoa,2i 
courage  and  ambition.  In  them  he  is  described  as  "an  invalid  who 
never  recovered  from  hie  wound#”  How  then  did  lie  accomplish  so

much  work?  For  besido3  the  fann  labor  ani  house  construction  he 
took  an  active  part  in  tom  affairs# 

At  a  town  emoting  held  at  Woathei'sfieH  on  May  21st,  1732, 
"Gershom  Clark  was  appointed  Vondus  Muster#”  (Town  officer  em¬ 
powered  to  soil  land  for  unpaid  taxoo.)  Those  pr  scent  also  voted 
"to  send  for  Hr#  Haskell  to  oca©  and  preach  in  this  town  and  ohoso 
Captain  Tolies,  Esquire  Stoughton  and  Gershom  Clark  to  ue*id  for 
Hr.  Haskell#”* 

At  the  1734  town  meeting  "They  voted  and  clioue  Gerehom  Clark 
on  the  first  record  as  Town  Clerk, a  pocition  which  he  held  un¬ 
til  1791#  At  this  meeting  he  was  appointed  Surveyor  of  Highways 
and  placed  on  u  committee  "to  select  a  suitable  place  for  a  house 
of  worship#"***

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With  farm  work  arid  town  affairs  ho  was  kept  buoy  but  sack 
winter  he  returned  to  Ms  family  in  Lebanon,  and  each  winter  he 
found  a  brother  or  slater  gone  from  the  hOEta  town.  The  brother, 
Jerome,  who  oared  for  him  after  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  married 
Anna  Pinneo  and  left  Lebanon  for  Cherry  Valley,  H# Y**  Jesse,  also 
a  soldier  cf  the  Kc-volution,  settled  in  Lee,  Mass,  ,nd  there  mar¬ 
ried  Sarah  Foote,  later  raevir^  to  Groton,  N  •  Y  ,  ^  v  Binoni,  the 
youngest  brother,  lived  in  Coventry,  Conn,  near  his  mother,  lire* * 
Sprague . * ¥*  Thomas  and  Kuth  disappear  from  the  records  after  1703# 
In  i/Obanon  there  remained  Levina  and  the  six  childran.  The  winter 
of  1786  was  th©  last  one  that  the  family  spent  there*  Surly  the 
next  eprix^  they  went  north  to  the  new  home.  That  first  summer  in 
Weatheraf  is  Id  was  a  busy  but  a  strata  one  for  Levins.  Bovsn  home 
in  the  Berth  Parish  the  meadows  had  pushed  back  the  forests  and 
from  her  dcoryard  she  could  sec  tho  hones  of  many  of  hex'  relatives 
and  friends,  but  hare  cn  tbs  lower  slopes  of  Ht#  Ascutnoy  the  for¬ 
est  crept  up  to  her  door  and  tho  olearinge  wore  small  and  hidden 
in  the  woods.  However,  with  six  children  to  lov»  and  oare  for 
there  was  not  much  time  for  regrets, 

Tho  oldest  daughter,  1-ovim ,  was  nine  when  they  came  to 
Vermont,  Putty,  the  second  girl,  was  seven,  tine  two  boys,  iiarvay 
and  Jesse,  were  six  uid  four,  Aaubuh  was  t?.o,  and  Garahom,  Jr.  was 
a  baby  a  few  months  old. 

The  new  home  was  pleusunt  and  comfortable,  a  square  story- 
and-a-half  New  England  cottage  with  Mnd  hewn  bo.uua  and  a  large 
central  ohluinoy.  It  faced  north  on  Ut .  Auoutney.  Tit©  house  still

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th©  2nd  Division  contained  54  acres,*'  this  gave  him  132  acres,  all 
lying  north,  south  and  west  of  hie  house.  This  cost  him  "170  pounds 
lawful  money'*  which  was  to  be  in  id  "in  neat  cattle  and  heroes  in 
full  discharge  of  10  notes  bearing  date  August  18th,  1791."  The 
last  of  those  notes  was  to  bo  paid  in  10  years. 

This  extra  acreage  mount  extra  work.  Ilia  boys  could  help 
but  little,  iiarvoy,  tho  oldest,  was  eleven  whan  tne  now  land  was 
bought.  The  fattnr  struggled  with  the  work  for  two  years  but  each 
October  a  note  came  duo  and  in  needed  money.  In  1793  ho  sold  30 
acres  to  Hoah  Cady.  These  were  the  northern  portion  of  Lote  61  and 
62  and  lay  north  of  the  ro ad  which  pa  ssod  hie  house.  Koch  Cady  was 
his  neighbor  to  the  east  and  lived  where  Ur.  and  Mrs.  Allan  Hitch- 
cook  now  (1940)  have  their  home. 

The  money  he  received  from  this  sale  helped  for  a  time,  but 
as  th©  wound  was  taking  ita  toll  he  could  do  leoa  and  loos  work. 

In  1794  he  applied  to  the  State  of  Vermont  for  an  invalid  pension. 

It  v/as  granted  but  tho  payments  did  not  begin  until  Hay  4th,  1794.** 
Then  ho  received  £24. 00  yearly,  which  waa  later  increased  to  £50.00. 

In  1794  oatno  the  first  separation  in  the  family,  Sophia,  a 
two  year  old  daughter,  died  in  July;  and  in  that  same  year  Rutty, 
his  second  daughter,  married  John  hulett  and  want  to  liva  in  Read¬ 
ing  Center.  In  1795  Lovina,  the  oldoat  daughter,  married  John  G. 
ffhoeloek,  living  near  the  center  of  the  neighboring  town  of  Caven¬ 
dish.  But  there  were  seven  children  loft  with  Oar shorn  and  Levina, 
Harvey,  the  oldeot,  was  15,  then  Jesse,  Assubuh,  Gershoa,  Jr., 

Lucre tia,  Clarissa  and  Achsa.

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The  town  was  now  well  settled;  families  from  Oomiootiout,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  und  Haw  Hampshire  wax'©  established  in  all  ol  its  diatx’icta. 
The  road  loading  to  Gorsliom’s  house,  and  on  to  the  west,  had  more 
houses  and  farms  at  that  time  than  did  the  road  now  used  going  from 
Aooutnsy  to  Ajacden#  To-day  one  aeon  old  apple  orchards  and  lonely 
cellar  holes  on  each  side  of  tho  road  whore  once  lived  Hoah  Cady, 
Gerahom  Clark,  Oliver  Higgins  and  Levi  Field#  Other  neighbors,  on 
the  couth,  were  the  Burlin&amea,  X^rkhursts  and  Thomas's,  and  on 
the  cross  road  to  tho  east  lived  Squire  Mason  liulctt,  a  brother  of 
John  hulott  who  a&rried  Patty  Clark,  a  daughter  of  (tars horn* 

In  100 3  another  daughtsx*  left  home,  Azubah,  who  married 
Darius  Parkhurst*  They  settled  In  fltaatho rsfield  quite  near  the 
Clark  farm#  This  same  year  liarvey  married  Phoebe  Chaplin,  daughter 
of  Moses  and  Mary  (Platts)  Chaplin  of  Reading,  Vermont.44  They  also 
settled  in  'leather afield  near  his  father  and  mother,  probably  just 
west  of  the  Clark  home,  for  in  1800  v/q  read  that  Gershom  Clark  “for 
lovo  and  natural  affection  which  X  boar  to  my  beloved  son  liarvey 
Clark,  do  give,  grant  unto  bin  .###£50  acres  •••in  Lots  61  and 

60«“  This  land  was  Just  v/sst  of  Gorehoa's  hone  farm,  the  house 
where  liarvey  and  Phoebe  Clark  lived,  being  one  of  those  on  tho  old 
road  whose  cellar  holes  are  all  we  see  to-day.  Three  children  were 
box'll  to  them  in  vVoathersf  laid,  Lucian  in  1803,  Guy  In  1805  and 
Hulett  in  1808# **  Harvey  sold  this  farm  to  his  brother  Jesse  in 
1809  and  shortly  after  moved  to  Berkshire,  Vermont*  The  Clark  fam¬ 
ily  in  Weathereficld  was  getting  smaller  and  smaller*  In  1806 
Luoretia  married  Charles  Hinckley  of  Windsor,  Vermont 9 ***  and  disap- 
peare  from  tho  records#  Ger shorn  Clark,  Jr#  also  married  at  this

Gox’Shom  was  new  unable  to  do  any  bat  the  lightest  of  farm 
work*  In  1311  he  convoy ad  ”his  home  and  farm  to  his  son  Jasso,  the 
ed  Jesse  ohould  pay  Clarieaa  Clark  uni  Achsa  Clark  daughters  of  tho 
above  Gerehom  within  five  yours  of  tho  above  date  (May  22,  1311), 
or  sooner  if  they  marry,  $70.00  to  each  of  the  ad*  daughters  and  also 
the  sd.  Jeoae  sin  11  wall  truly  support  Gershoia  Clark  and  Levina 
his  wife  with  moat,  drink,  lodging,  clothing  arid  physio  as  well  in 
sickness  as  in  health  during  their  natural  life,  or  us  long  as  the 
ed.  Gar  shorn  shall  permit  the  ed.  Jcsuo  to  occupy  the  farm  on  whioh 
tho  ed*  Gerahom  and  Jesse  now  live  and  to  provide  s&.  Oershoa  and 
Levina  with  a  good  steady  horse  team  whenever  they  cay  want  thorn.  ' * 
This  arrangement  lasted  for  four*  yours,  during  vhich  Jasso 
kept  the  home  farm  intact*  However,  in  February  IBIS  lie  did  coll 
to  Oliver  Dig  gins  <50  acres  on  the  want  side  of  Lots  60  and  61  but

these  30  acres  were  net  part  of  the  land  conveyed  'to  him  in  1811 
by  his  father  Ger shorn  Clark#  They  were  the  30  acres  he  bought  from 
his  brother  Harvey  Clark  in  1809# 

The  years  1812-13-14  were  ones  of  groat  hardship  and  sorrow 
to  the  people  of  Vermont.  In  the  latter  port  of  1812  an  extremely 
infectious  disease  "called  spotted  fever  swept  over  the  Green  Moun¬ 
tains,  carrying  off  over  6000  victims  in  a  single  year  1813-1814# " * 
In  Weather  afield  the  disease  struck  right  and  left#  Hardly 
a  home  was  spared;  neighbors,  friends  and  relatives  helped  to 
nurse  the  si  ok  and  bury  the  dead#  Gershom  v/aa  now  60  years  of  age, 
his  farm  was  free  and  clear,  his  children,  excepting  the  two  young¬ 
est,  wore  married  and  comfortably  settled  in  homes  of  their  own, 

j 

his  family  had  escaped  the  epidemic  *  But  a  long  life  of  toil 
superimposed  on  a  body  weakened  and  maimed  by  war  bi’ought  ids  life 
to  an  end.  He  died  February  3rd,  1815  and  was  buried  in  the  As- 
cutney  Cemetery  where  a  plain  blue  slate  stone  bears  this  in- 

soripti on: 

Deacon  Gershora  Clark 

Died 

February  3rd  1815 
aged  61 
years. 

"Blessed  are  tho  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord I " 

He  left  no  will,  but  on  Hay  31st  1815  letters  of  Adminis¬ 
tration  were  granted  to  Levina  Clark;  her  Bond  of  $1000.  was  ac¬ 
cepted  with  Jesse  Clark  as  Surety*  fenas  Clark  and  Amos  Hulett, 
both  of  tfeatherafield,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  take  an  in¬ 
ventory  of  the  Fstate  of  Gershom  Clark  late  of  death  arsf  laid,**

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The  work  tills  tun  did.  for  the  town  of  Weatkerofiold  is  lurge- 
ly  forgot  ton*  lie  was  Vendue  Master  in  1782,  a  thankless  task;  on® 
chosen  to  select  a  raster  in  17112;  chosen  to  select  a  Bit®  for  the 
first  church  in  1784;  auras cL  Purveyor  of  Highways  in  1784;  elected 
Town  Clerk  from  1784  to  1791;  nude  Deacon  of  tha  Church  in  1791  and 
Justice  of  tho  Peace  in  1792*  positions  he  hold  until  his  death, 
named  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  in  1805,  and  a  member  of 
the  Asoutnoy  Cemetery  Committee  in  the  same  year*  lie  cleared  mea¬ 
dows  and  built  a  house  of  aulat  dignity  which  still  endures  (1941). 
What  more  can  bo  said  of  hii»  than  that  hi  8  work  a  in  war  and  peace 
have  lived  after  him  to  promote  tho  public  good. 

When  (r©rshom  Clark  died  Ms  family  lost  not  only  a  devoted 
husband  and  father  but  also  all  the  lovoly  ho.no  life  that  had 
bound  these  sons  und  daughters  to  that  home#  Jesse  Glaxk  v/as  now 
in  possession  of  tho  faxm#  With  him  wex^e  Ids  mother  ond  his  two 
youngest  slaters  Clarissa  and  Achsn.  They  did  not  remain  there 
long#  His  mother  went  restlessly  from  the  horn®  of  one  uurried  daugh¬ 
ter  to  that  of  snot  Mr#  The  girls  ware  young,  just  17  and  19,  but 
they  packed  their  belongir^s,  left  the  farm,  and  started  life  in 
the  city  of  Albany. 

Josso  was  a  land  trader.  The  records  of  Weatharsfield  and 
of  the  neighbor ing  town  of  Reading  tell  of  lands  bought  one  day 
by  “Jo os®  Clark  of  Weatherafield”  and  uold  by  him  a  few  days  later# 
Little  is  known  of  him  beyond  these  grantee  and  grantor  deads. 

Six  years  slipped  by  and  than  his  mother,  Levina  Cl^rk,  took 
tho  management  of  tho  far  a  back  into  hor  own  capable  hands.  It  is 
true  that  durir^  those  six  ye^ra  Jobs®  kid  bought  and  sold  other 
farms  in  this  ^aid  in  other  towns  but  ha  had  kept  the  home  farm  un¬ 
broken.  Its  boundaries  in  1Q19  when  hia  mot  Mr  bought  it  back  wore 
exaotly  the  same  as  those  of  1011  v/hon  ho  leased  tha  farm  from  his 
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father* 

Tho  next  33von  ysars  moved  peacefully  for  Levim*  Then  caino 
three  staggering  blows  in  quick  succession.  In  1827  Patty  ilulott 
and  her  largo  family  left  Reading  and  went  in  Veteran,  Chemung  Co. , 
li*Y.  Tint  good-by©  ^  a  a  final*  Patty  died  shortly  after  reaching 
Veteran*  A  few  months  later  Azubah  Parkhurat  died  and  four  months 
later  Oershom  Clark,  Jr.  died  and  was  buried  beside  his  sister 
Azubah  Parkhuret  in  the  Accutney  Cemetery*  Levina  was  desolate* 

Of  all  her  largo  family  not  one  son  or  daughter  was  loft  in  Weathers- 
field*  From  Now  York  state  Lovina  (Clark)  Wheelook  hurried  back  to 
comfort  and  sustain  that  beloved  mother*  It  was  a  very  difficult 
time  for  Lovim  Who  el  oak  and  her  husband*  Their  oldest  daughter 
Xavinia  had  married  Alfred  Waldo  Wilgus  of  Lansingburg,  K.Y.  and 
with  the  opening  of  the  Erie  Canal  in  1825  had  gone  west  to  buffalo* 
Algo  tboir  oldest  sons  were  settled  on  prosperous  farms  at  Bowmans- 
villo  near  Buffalo.  Thair  own  farm  in  Oreenbush,  N*  1*  (near  Al¬ 
bany)  was  sold  and  John  and  Levina  wore  preparing  to  Join  their 
sons  and  daughter  in  Erie  Cc.  K*Y«  Then  cams  the  news  of  the  seri¬ 
ous  situation  in  Vfeathc rsfield  and  John  Gleason  Who o look  tinned  his 
back  on  the  west  and  travolled  east  to  join  hla  wife  and  youngest 
children  at  the  Clark  homo. 

It  was  a  laird  time  for  them  all.  The  mother,  Levina  Chirk, 
was  seventy-fiva  years  old  and  could  not  be  left  alone  on  the  farm. 
The  surviving  daughters  lad  their  own  homos  and  f  ami  11  a  a  in  far 
off  plaoos*  John  and  Lovim  Whaelcck  wished  to  Join  their  sons  on 
the  fana  near  Buffalo  and  would  take  their  mother  with  them.  Levi 
and  Clarissa  (Claik)  Billiitan  ind  Aohaah  Clark  had  most  comfortable 
homes,  the  Billlmarjfi  at  Cohoes,  B. Y*  and  Aclisah  at  Albany*  They 
wanted  their  mother  with  them*  Also  in  Weather  afield  lived  Darius 
Furkhurut,  a  loyal  and  devoted  son-in-law.  ilia  home  was  ready  to 
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This  indenture  made  this  16  duy  of  February  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  10i5 £,  between  I>ovina  Clark  widow  of  fteuthorsfield 
Vermont  of  the  one  part  and  Thorne  Richards  and  Franklin  Horton 
of  the  town,  county  and  State  ufored.  of  the  othor  part.

herself  ••  ..which  room  is  to  be  kept  conifer  tufele  with  a  fire  at 
all  times  when  the  inclemency  of  the  season  requires. . , .Also  to 
keep  lie r  clothes  wind  bedding  in  as  good  condition  ae  they  now  are 

providing  now  ae  tlw  old  may  bo  worn  out,  but  she  is  not  to  givo 

away  or  diepcoo  of  hor  clothes  to  her  children  cr  U>  any  ether 
porson  as  lom  ae  they  can  bo  of  use  to  hor....Arui  if  the  sd. 
Levina  should  have  friends  call  to  make  bar  a  visit  she  shall 
have  a  right  to  entertain  them. ...If  the  sd.  Levina  should  wish 
to  live  with  any  of  her  children  then  she  shall  have  the  right 
to  do  so  and  tho  sd  Richards  and  Horton  are  to  pay  $60.  yearly 
and  every  year,  she  reaervihs  the  light  to  return  to  her  room 
also  if  she  ie  sick  in  her  room  she  is  to  have  one  of  her  child* 
ran  to  look  after  her  but  if  she  should  require  extra  attendance 
because  of  the  debility  of  age  tlion  the  sd  Richards  and  Horton 
arc  not  by  this  covenant  bound  to  boar  such  extra  expense.  And 
the  ed  Levina  Clark  do  covenant  with  tho  ed  Richards  and  Horton 
that  ttiay  sin  11  lawfully  ho  Id.  ...occupy..,. and  en^oy  the  sd 
premises  during  ha*'  natural  life.

In  18S6  there  was  a  slight  change  in  tnla  arrangement. 

Thomas  Rio  hards  sold  hie  interest  in  the  farm  to  "Franklin  Norton 


and  Dolly  his  wife",  who  now  made  it  their  permanent  home*  A 
close  relationship  existed  between  the  Richards  uni  the  Nortons 
for  Dolly  Norton  was  t ha  daughter  of  Thomas  Riohards. 


At  this  tiraa  (1805/6)  Levina  Clark  applied  to  the  U.  a* 
Government  for  a  pension  as  "she  claimed  to  be  the  widow  of  der¬ 
ation  Clark  who  was  wounded  by  a  musket  shot  at  Bunker  Hill."  This 
paper  was  witnessed  by  Thomas  Richards  and  Thom*  a  Ziummond.  The
